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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being examined 
was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 U.S.C. 
122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment 
by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

1. Claims 78-80 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Takemura (US 
6,218,233). 

Regarding claim 78, Takemura, in related text (Col. 5, lines 40-52) and figure 4, disclose 
an integrated circuit comprising a supporting structure 1/2 that includes a conductive plug 3 and 
an enhanced-surface-area electrically conductive ruthenium-containing layer 4-2 situated on the 
supporting structure 1/2. 
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Regarding claim 79, Takemura discloses the conductive plug 3 extends outwardly from 
the supporting structure 1/2 (Fig. 4). 

Regarding claim 80, Takemura discloses the conductive plug 3 is situated in an opening 
in a dielectric material 5 (Fig. 4). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claim 8 1 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

3. Claims 51-53, 72-77 and 82 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record, 
either singularly or in combination, does not disclose or suggest an integrated circuit comprising 
an enhanced-surface-area electrically conductive ruthenium-containing layer having a non- 
textured surface adjacent the supporting structure and a textured surface with a mean feature size 
of at least about 100 Angstroms opposite the non-textured surface.
